a canoe is seen putting ofl", to specuiu'e 
whether it. contains palm oil, which drops in 
thus slowly by trillions and puncheons, 
whether ii is bound for his hulk or that of n 
rival ; the anxious hops as it ap| roaches, ai d 
the corresponding disappointment when it is 
seen dodging nil to a neighbor's hulk, Or, 
when socially inclined, the excitement con- 
sists in visiting each hulk at tnght, and, 
instead of entering by the usual mod.', lu 
acratnble in at tic cabin windows, and pti I- 
ing the occupant from his berth, corn; el him 
lo produce strong water and iimke a night of 
it. Who can wonder that these wretclnd 
exiles, wearied with enniri and depressed by 
their solitary existence and the horrid climate, 
thould have recourse to artificial stimulants 
to support their spirits? — European Settle-

THE WEST COAST. 



From tlio news which we receive from tiui 
to lime from Ihu Nurih west const, it Is (|uili 
evident that the absence of ine men-of-wai 
from tlat pari of ihe country is productive 
ol similar effects lo those, experienced on tin 
ICaat Coast. The character of the nutivi 
tribes of lhe Pacific coast of the Island hp 8 
changed but little since the time when tl ey 
massacred lhe crew of the ill-fated Toni[Un 
in the early part of the proscnl century. 
They nre ready now as then lo give vent t<, 
their barbarous instincts whenever they fancy 
they may do so with impunity. It is only 
lho fear of punishment, tlio 'b ead of the more 
powerful instruments of destruction posres- 
Bed by the white man, that keeps them with- 
in any thing like reasonable bounds. In 
order however that this restraining influer.ce 
may operate with the greatest elleet. it is 
necessary that it should be brought n.orc 
frequently and prominently belorc them than 
has latterly been the case. Like the Indians 
on the East coast of the Island they 
mist he taught that their outrages upon 
whttemen shall meet with a punishment swifi 
and Bure. and that although our war vessels 
have unfortunately mo seldom paid Iheui a 
visit they are still on active service and will 
do their woik effectively when they go about 
it. We cannot however but think that it is 
a very bad policy lo leave the natives to 
themselves so long. We feel it all the worse 
now that while their presence is required on 
the West coast, they have not yet completed 
the task before them in the neighborhood ol 
the Cowichan country. In the Intter neigh- 
borhood a number ol' offenders still remain to 
be brought lo justice. The murderers too ol 
the men on lhe John Tltorndyke and of those 
at Bentinck Arm, require to be ferreled out 
and captured. However one would hhink 
the gunboats sufficient for this duty, while 
the Cumeleou by being provided with some 
one acquainted with the coast and the natives 
might pay a visit to the west, 

.Something should be done quickly. It 
may occupy u couple of months to com- 
plete lhe work yet requiring to be doue along 
the mainland and lhe east coast of 'his Island, 
and in lhe meantime lho interest of the coast- 
ing trade and the settlements now springing 
up along the west side of the Island may 
Buffer it some stcp3 are not taken in lime lo 
overawe the natives, At present, lhe un- 
settled stale of things prevents even the 
Indians from pursuing their usual hunting 
and fishing, a mailer worlli looking after in 
connection with lhe possibility of a stoppage 
of our usual supplies ot furs and oil. It is 
to be hoped, therefore, thai steps will bo 
taken as soon as possible to have some ol the 
war vessels sent around to the neighborhood 
in question to put matters to lights. 

THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 

It is full lime some aciion were taken, both 
by the Government and lhe City Council, to 
place the Fire Department in a more satis- 
factory condition than it is at present, ll 
will ncl do to compel men who are publie- 
spirilcd enough to freely give their lime and 
services for the protection of our lives and 
our] property from destruction — it will [not 
do, we repeal, to compel them to runabout 
from the Government to lhe Council, and 
lhe Council to lho Government, for the 
wherewithal to pay the expense of keeping 
the Companies in a stato of efficiency. It is 
a kind of treatment which they do dot de- 
serve, and one to which they should bo sub- 
jected no longer. In the beginning ol the 
year they asked an appropriation from tho 
Government. It was considered, however, 
that as lhe Council had lhe power, under the 
Act of Incorporation, lo make regulations 
for the preservation of lho Cily from fire, 
that they were the proper parlies to support 
the Department, which had for^its object lhe 
preservation o! Victoria property. Accord- 
ingly, the Legislature voted only $1,800 to 
be applied exclusively for some new apara- 
tus. All provision for the 'current expenses 
of the Fire Companies was lefl for lhe 
Corporation. In taking this step, how- 
ever, it is to be regretted that lhe 
whole matter was not settled — that the 
Government were not formally authorized 
to hand] over to tho Corporation lhe lire 
apparatus, whenever tho latter wer ready 
to assume the control and management o( the 
department. Had this been dune no delay 
cculd now occur in finally settling the posi- 
tion the fire department should occupy. The 
Corporation who profess to be willing to pay 
at least tho current expenses of the various 
companies, provided tho control of the de- 
partment be handed over lo them, could at 
once he met ami closed with upon their own 
terms. The fire department would then know 
whom iheywerc to npply to for lhe necessary 
funds to pay their expenses, and whom ihey 
were to look to us controlling them. It is 
said the Government are willing to hand over 
the control of the'departmeiit to the Corpora- 
tion, hut simply delay the moasuro for par- 
liamentary sanction. Should the Executive 
reply to this effort to communication address- 
ed them by die Corporation on lhe subject, 
we do nol see how the latter can refuse to 
comply as far as their funds will allow them, 
with the application of lhe lire department, 
to pay their expenses. As a matter ol con- 
venience, we think it is better that the con- 
trol ol" the department should be with tliu 
Council, but as a malter of duty wc consider 
IjOth the Council and the Government bound 
to contribute to their support, In the Drilled 
States and lhe Eastern ltritish Provincos, 
the control and support of fire companies is 
alwnys a purely municipal mailer, as il 
should be wherever possible. 

In ibis country circumstances have hith- 
erto thrown the management ami support of 
the department into the hands of the Govern- 
ment, We believe the hitler would now gel 
rid both of the management and expense. 
Though upon general principles the right lo 
control the department may seem to bo co- 
relative to the duty of supporting lhe institu- 
tion, yet wo think that in Ibis country 
there is an exception. Elsewhere tho Gov. 
o ument would not feel justified in expend- 
in,' for a merely local purpose the funds re- 
' ceived from tho country at large. And 
is a largo and populous country, com- 
pose! of many luunicipaliiies, the Govern- 
ment would have no right to donate public 
moneys lor lhe Victoria Fire Department, 
lint wc nil know thai lhe people of Vic.oria, 
contribute nearly the whole of the Colonial 
funds, and that were the cily destroyed by 
fire, lhe Government would be as likely to 
suTer in the Corporation. This being the 
Ciso, it would npjiear only fair Ilia, although 



the Corporation will have to bear the brum 
ofthn Fire Department expenses, still lhe 
Government should lend them some assist- 
ance, in the shape of an annual grant. One 
thing is certain, both lhe Government and 
Corporation may make up their minds thai 
(or tho future, from various cause, it will be 
much more difficult than heretofore to keep 
the various fire companies together, unless 
things are placed upon a much more satii- 
laelory footing in the department than nl 
nresent.

(or the accommodation of the ladies, who at- 
tended in great force. 

Mr. Malowanski then proceeded to read in 
the Hebrew Toiiguo the CXXVII. Psalm, 
which being concluded, the Germania Sing 
Verein, led by Mr. St. Clair, chanted some 
sacred music in a sweet and pleasing manner. 

Mr. S. II iffman, In a few preliminary remarks, 
stated that be had bsen chosen hy the Congrega- 
tion EmailU-F.I to address them on this occasion. 
We arc assembled here on an occasion which, will 
form an era iu the history of the Jews of this 
island: Wo aro here on an occasion Unit should 
make every true religious heart throb with joy and 
satisfaction. We are here to lay the foundation of 
the first Synagogue in Iter Mr>j sty's dominium on 
lhi« side of the Pacific. Should wc not r<joice to 
behold an edifice dedicated to G.id, in this far 
Northern clime." Yes ; we should rejoice with ull 
our linaits at tho erection of either a church, 
chapel, co- temple. Docs it, perhaps, matter, with 
what form or ceicmonios we praise our Maker ? 
Are, perchance, the prayers of Catholic or Protest- 
ant lens acceptable to the Lord than those of the 
Israelites, or other religiuus denominations: 1 
believe not. But I do believe that a most essential 
part in religion exists in the triteness, goodness, 
and uprightness of every man's heart. I am glad 
both of my assertions manifest themselves so 
plainly here to-day. For, as I look around me, I 
behold adherents to every creed, to witness the 
erection of another edifice wherein the name of the 
Almighty will be hallowed ami sanctified. I 
therefore repeat again, wc should hail with joy 
the erection of buildings devoted to prayer. Prayer 
is the basis of morality, cducatiun, and welfare ol 
a great nation. Who wauld have thought that, in 
the short .-.pace of live year:, we should have a 
temple erected where then the aborigines were 
the lords of the domain? Who would have dreamt 
that in this isolated part of the globe, where, ere 
now, the font of white men had hardly tr id, there 
should spring up a comparatively large city, stud- 
ded with magnificent edifices, and inhabited bv a 
large concourse «f intelligent people? Who 
would not have ridiculed the idea that where, ere 
now, nought but the hunter's step and wild 
beasts' roar ever disturbed lb j wilderness, should, 
at this early day, he erected a synagogue by the 
scattered tribes of Israel Willi feelings amount- 
ing almo-t to envy, li ive we beheld tho crectii ■ in 
this city of churches of almost every denomination 
extant ; hut what cool-l we, a handful of people, 
do to gain a similar edifice ■ It it easy tu remem- 
ber the ndvcnl of tho t i r i Israelite. Nevertheless, 
scattered as our race are till over t'ac world, and 
limited, i» numbers, as uvg ncrally are, compared 
to our Gentile brethren, I am proud to say, that 
since we ftr.sl mido "or appearance, one by one. 
we have each and all striven manfully 10 uphold 
that religion which has been handed down to us 
by our forefathers.

8 gnus captured on the 9th. 

Fortress; Monroe, May 16— Two sin ill 
boats, the 1'iinily nnd A now, engaged in car- 
rying the mails, &o, through tho Dismal 
Swamp canal lo North Carolina, were cap- 
tured yesterday near Curribuik bridge. 111 
miles from Norfolk. 

The Riohmond Sentinel of the Ifilh has 
the following : — fackson, Miss., May 12— 
The enemy advanced yesterday with a heavy 
column of 12 regiments 'ipon Raymond, Miss, 
where Gen. Gregg had 1,100 infantry, a few 
cavalry and no artillery. Skirmishing began 
at nine o'clock in the morning. Tho enemy 
was continually reinforced until one p. m . 
when ho opened battle heavily with musketry.

Gen. Joe Johnson arrived at Jackson, May 
I3lh, and went out towards Vieksburg with 
three brigades. He must ln»ve been west of 
.luck-ou when the capture was made by our 
forces. 

Ciiicaoo, May IS. — The latest dates from 
Grant's army, through Federal channels, are 
to the II th, which state that at that time 
Logan and Oslerhaus, were inarching up the 
Black river, expecting to engage Feinbertoti 
'near the bridge over that stream. Women 
end children, wilh nil valuable moveable*', 
have been removed from Jackson. All the 
men had been forced into the rebel army. It 
,s further slated that Ostorbos bad made 
large captures of men, artillery, ammunition 
nnd commissary stores, a few miles from Ray- 
mond. Bowen's forces were estimated nt 
10,000, Pemberlon's at 50,000. The hitler 
was reported strongly entrenched near the 
bridge. A great battle was imminent. The 
liealih of (he army lliero was better than over 
before. 

The rebels, 1100 strong, with two or threo 
pieces o!' artillery, fired into the steamer 
Warren 15 miles above Greenville, Miss., on 
Thursday 'he 14th, killing iwo nnd wounding 
four. The fire was returned and several of 
the rebels wore kiili d. 

Ciiicaoo, May 10. — It is reported that our 
forces burned the State Capital at Jackson. 
Miss. Heavy reinforcements were hurrying 
to the rebels 12 mile? eusl of Jackson. 

New York, May l!).— Col. Thorp from I 
Gen. Hanks' department, states that General j 
Ulman's brigade i3 more than filled, and ihe j 
country just opened by Hanks' campaign will 
furnish two or three divisions uf negroes. 

There is no doubt the rebels are engaged 
raising negro regiments, as it is only from 
such material they can iu the extreme South- 
ern Slates refill their ranks. The negroes are 
not backward in adopting a uniform which is 
their death warrant if taken by the rebels.
